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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the Applicant's 'Remarks' and 'Amendments' filed 
November 23, 2005. 

Claims 5, 15-18, 32, and 33 remain cancelled. 
Claims 1-4, 6-14, and 19-31 are herein considered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed November 23, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

The Applicant's primary argument concerns Landwehr's failure to teach wherein 
the delay time interval is compared to 'an activity associated with the system, that 
activity being any communication between the system and the network'. Directing the 
Applicant's attention to Figure 1 of Landwehr wherein an agent (12) located at a 
computer workstation (28) is allowed to access a network of resources (31-33) as long 
as the detector (18), connecting the system to the network by communication line 30, is 
able to registers activity/communication between the detector of the network and the 
agent of the computer workstation (28). Most useful for situations in which a user and 
their mobile communication device come within proximity of a network, including 
resources such as printers and display devices, it is important that the mobile user 
device is allowed to communication with the network only when the detector is satisfied, 
opening the interlock (32) to allow the flow of communication between the network and 
the user's mobile communication device (system). 
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The applicant's arguments center on the fact that communication between the 
user-agent (12) and the detector (18) is not communication from a network from which 
the communication module isolated, however, it is clear from Figure 1 that the detector 
(18) is additionally taught as part of the network, located between the system and the 
rest of the network devices and comprising an electronic interlock with which to provide 
access or not (col.2 line 44 thru col. 3 line 25; col.3 line 66 thru col.4 line 27). 

Therefore, based on the above arguments, the Examiner maintains the 35 USC § 
102 and 103 rey'ections as set forth in the previous office action.
